Brown \vfts kept iu custody at tho police 


headquarters without a writ, until a man 
named William Ottman, who has been a 
barkeeper in \Vashi UK toil many years, np- 
peared,aiid through Mc&r3. JUooro aud Now- 
man, sued out a writ of habeas corpus for 
tho release of lirowu. This course in tho 
Cftse confirmed the suspicious of tho detec- 
tive of Oilman's connection with tho rob- 
bery, and when they applied at tho Polico 
Court for a writ on which thoy could legally 
hold Brown, they also .look out ouo for tho 
arrest of Ottmau, but decided uot to ue-rye 
ifc until tho hab.cus corpus was decided, 
meanwhile keeping Ottmau closely shad- 
owed. Having-couuected Brown aud Ott- 
man; ifc wns necessary "to find a link to con- 
nect one or tho other with tho Treasurer's 
office, to make Iho chain complete. 
That 


link was supplied by the known'intimacy 
existing between Ottman and Benjamin B. 
Halleck, a clerk iu the Treasurer's cash 
room, aud tho last one to.handlo tho missing 
package, but who had; -with several others, 
been dismissed on the JJOth of June. To 
Detective Sargent was assigned tho duty of 
looking aftor Ottmau, aud Detectives Mc- 
Devitt nud McElfresh wore sent to Now 
York, whero it was kuowu Halleck was 
stopping. 


About this time Major Kichards communi- 


cated all the facts that had come to his 
knowledge to Treasurer Now, but stipulated 
that as the local police force ; had ' been 
treated with'marked professional discourtesy 


. by the secret service force, tuat the latter 


should not be informed of what Iho former 
proposed Lo, do. 
As soon as tho court sus- 


tained tho validity of tho writ on which 
Brown was held, Officer Sargent arrested 
Ottman, *ad before Major llichards left tho 
court room, ho received a telegram from Iho 
officers sent to Now York that they had 
secured Hallock, with whom thoy reached 
Washington, Instuight. Suspicion had pre- 
viously fallen on Ottuinu, from his having 
passed a $jQO bill. 
Ho had also been to 


Iliggs'bank and go I two !$;)00 bills iu exchange 
for smaller notes, and was spending moro 
money than his business would warrant. 
Thus tiecured, as they believed, the prin- 
cipals in tho robbery. It was found that 
Ottman had been North ami purchased an 
estate ou Long Island for $15,000, but 
whether the mouey has boon paid seems in 
doubt. Brown is known to have passed;uix 
$500 bills. He states that ho was put of 
money and went to Qttuiau, who, iu gamb- 
ler's parlance, "staked" him, giving him 
83,500 in $500 bills, nud that, ho had uo 
knowledge of their being the "money stolen 
from the Treasury. Today Halleck mtulo a 
full confession ot tho robbery which is iu 
brief, that Ottmau, with whom ho has for a 
long timo been on tho most intimate terms, 
proposed aud planned tho robbery; that he 
took the money, and carried it- to Ottmau, 
who km since had tho custody of it, llall- 
ock having only received a few hundred 
dollars from Ottmau. Brown, ho says, was 
almost a stranger to him, aud ho had uo 
knowledge of his being connected with tho 
transaction. 


Halleck's wife visited him at tho Central 


guard house, this morning, nud was very 
much affected. She refused to believe that 
he is guilty. 
Ottmim, who was hold in 


$10,000 bail, has bcou quite popular in 
Washington, and had, last night, succeeded 
in securing quite a portion of tho amount 
required for bail, but tho fresh ovideuco 
against him has led to a withdrawal of tho 
most of thoso on his bond, nnd it is proba- 
ble tho throe will bo compelled to remain in 
jail until the trial takes place. 
Of course 


tho Treasury officers aro much chagrined, 
nnd the District officers correspondingly 
elated. 
Tho fact that their co-operation or 


assistance had never been invited, and that 
whatever tho local officers did was at their 
own personal expensn dooa not lesson tho 
feeling on either side.
